m ethods of doing the public business 
in the various bureaus and depart­ 
ments. 
The soope and character of 
the work expected of the com mittee 
is indicated In the following letter to 
Charles H. Keep, assistant secretary 
of the treasury, by President Roose­ 
velt: 
“ You are hereby designated as chair­ 
man of a com m ittee to consist in ad­ 
dition to yourself, of tho following 
four g en tlem en : 
F ran k H Hitchcock, 
first 
assistant 
postm aster 
general; 
Law rence O. Murray, assistant secre­ 
tary of commerce and labor; Jam es R. 
Garfield, 
com m issioner 
of 
corpora­ 
tions, and Gifford Piuchot, forester, 
departm ent of agriculture, who are to 
investigate and find out what changes 
are needed to place the conduct of the 
executive branch of tho government in 
all Kb branches on the most economi­ 
cal and effective basis in the light of 
the best modern business practice. In 
m aking this investigation I would like 
you to have in view securing an im ­ 
provem ent in business methods. 
“In the preparation of decisions for 
m inisterial approval expert knowledge 
of actual conditions affecting or af­ 
fected by such decision should gov­ 
ern, as distinguished from a knowl­ 
edge of the record alone. 
“Salaries should be com m ensurate 
with the character and m arket value 
of the service performed, and uniform 
for sim ilar service in ab departm ents. 
“Government supplies, except such 
as are required to m eet em ergencies 
or for im m ediate 
use in the field 
should be standardized and purchased 
through a central purchasing office 
It is the duty of the accounting and 
auditing offices to facilitate executive 
work. 
Fiscal restrictions or regula 
tions should not interfere with execu­ 
tive discretion, should be uniform and 
should be as few and simple as is con­ 
sistent 
with 
accuracy 
and 
safety 
System s of bookkeeping and account­ 
ing should conform to the most ap­ 
proved modern business methods. 
“The existence of any method, stan ­ 
dard, custom or practice is no reason 
for its continuance when a better is 
offered 
“The com parative cost of all work 
for which cost keeping is possible is 
ascertained as between offices and de­ 
partm ents, and as bet w< en the govern­ 
m ent 
and 
private 
enterprise, 
and 
should be followed by the adoption of 
standards of maximum coat. 
“T here should be system atic in ter­ 
departm ental co-operation in the use 
of expert or technical knowledge. The 
business methods of the different de­ 
partm ents should be substantially uni­ 
form 
hi the adoption of methods and 
th e perform ance of work, every step 
which 
is 
not 
clearly 
indispensable 
should be eliminate i 
"As between the adoption of a uni­ 
form standard and the actual efficien­ 
cy of any office, th** form er must yield. 
“No 
recommendation 
for 
change 
should be made until atter full consul­ 
tation with all executive officers af­ 
fected. 
“T here should be published an offi­ 
cial gazette to contain all executive 
orders, statem ents of changes in or­ 
ganization or personnel, re ports of im­ 
portant work begun, in progress or 
com pleted by any departm ent, adver­ 
tisem ents of all g<>‘. i t .i.cent contracts, 
all legal notice 
not required to bo 
publisher! locally, notices of coming 
civil service examinations, etc. 
“ A resolute effort should he made 
to secure brevity in correspondence 
and the elimination of useless letter 
writing. 
There is a type of bureau­ 
c ra t who believes that Ii its entire work 
and that the entire work of tile gov­ 
ernm ent, should be (fie collection of 
papers in refer* ace to a case, com ­ 
m enting with eager 
minuteness 
on 
each, and corresponding with other of­ 
ficials 
in reference thereto. 
These 
people really car** nothing for the 
case, but cml) for th* 
docum ents in 
the case. 
In all branches of the gov­ 
ernm ent there is a tendency to greatly 
increase unm*e—sar) 
tad largely per­ 
functory letter writing. 
In the arm y 
and navy the mores * 
of paper work 
Is a serious menace to the efficiency 
of fighting officers, who are * lien re­ 
quired by bureaucrats to spend tim e 
in m aking reports which they should 
spend in increasing the efficiency of 
the battleships or regim ents under 
them . 
As regards this m atter you will 
please confer with the assistant sec­ 
retaries of tin war and navy depart­ 
ments and req rest Git*:!; to submit to 
me a scheme for doing aw iy with the 
evils referred to.

the

am ounts not merely to tho waste of 
tim e of the government servants re ­ 
sponsible tor it, but also to the im­ 
peding of public business.

Exchanges on this point are 
now in progress between Toklo and 
St. P etersburg via Washington, hut no 
final conclusion has been reached. 
It 
was first thought a preliminary pro­ 
tocol might he signed at W ashington 
providing for a tem porary cessation 
of hostilities, but in view of the fact 
that this concerns directly the arm ies 
in the field, it is believed that the bel­ 
ligerents w'll agree that arrangem ent 
of the arm istice he best entrusted to 
Linevitch and Oyama, the respective 
commanders-in-chief, 
who 
in 
such 
event would be telegraphed special 
powers to sign. 
The time limit for 
the arm istice has not beeq fixed, but 
it will he com paratively brief, th at the 
progress of the conference may be 
assisted as much as possible. 
Prior to the signing of the arm istice, 
however, will come the official 
an­ 
nouncement of the Russian and J a p ­ 
anese plenipotentiaries. 
R ussia has 
indicated that 
her 
mission will be 
headed by M. Nelidoff, the R ussian 
am bassador at Paris, and it is under­ 
stood th at the em peror has requested 
Marquis Ito to head the Japanese m is­ 
sion, although the distinguished presi­ 
dent of the privy council, so far as Is 
known here, has not finally accepted.
